The first human case of the foot and 
mouth disease in the present epidemic 
among cattle is believed to have been 
found yesterday in Joliet. Violet Max- 
well, the 5 year old daughter of a police- 
man residing at 608 Collins street, Joliet, 
developed cankers in the mouth last Fri- 
day. 

The child's parents at frst thought she 
Was suffering from cold or a disordered 
condition of the stomach. On Sunday, 
however, the girl developed a high tem- 
perature, and her condition yesterday was 
such that the family physician, Dr. E. J. 
Lennon, called in Health Commissioner 
Higgins. Both decided from the symp- 
toms that she was suffeting with the foot 
and mouth disease. 


Thought Transmitted in Milk. 
State Veterinarian O. E. Dyson was 


| notified ind the Maxwell residence was

Cathedral Is in Ruins, 
“This train kept up an incessant fre 
ef explosive and incendiary shells. The 
cathedral, belfry, and the market puild- 
lags collapsed. On the evening of 
884 the main square of the city was 
eething more than a heap of ruins. Our 
wappers succeeded in rescuing many of 
the inhabitante, the city records and 4 
pictures in the museum. 
“ On the 24th and 2th we succeeded, to 
the south of Dixmude, in gaining a foot- 
held on the left bank of the Yser. In epite 
of the enemy’s fire, our troops held the 
ground. 
Further to the south a French army 
corpa advanced all along ite front, and 
hes held its ground. Our infantry, in 
comparison with the infantry of the 
enemy, are spirited: They captured on 
the 25th, before Festobert, three machine 
guns, a light howitzer, 100 men, and 
three officers. To sum up, our material 
and moral situation trom the sea to the 


Lys ts good. 


Silence Batteries at La Bassee. 
From the Lys to the Oise the enemy 
has not shown greater activity than on 
the northern section. There was no at- 
tack by the infantry. The attacks by the 
artillery were intermittent and were lack- 
ing in spirit. 

On the twenty-second our heavy guns 
near La Bassee silenced the fire of the 
German batteries. On the twenty-fourth 
the result was the same. On the twenty- 
fifth we destroyed two machine guns. 
At Lein on the twenty-first our in- 
fantry brought to a head an audacious 
operation which had been prepared by 
sapping. Our troops invaded a German 
trench, Killed 200 of its ocecupanta, and 
installed themselves in the trench. 


Oppose Claims of Success, 

“ With reference to the district from 
the Oise to the Vosges: It isin this seo 
tion that the enemy claims to have gained 
most of his success. In reality, he has 
been a little more active than in other 
sections.

Crown Prince Is Cordial. 

When I obtained a presentation to the 
crown prince he greeted me cordially 
and without any of the etiffmess or cool 
reserve that might have been expected, 
“I am a soldier and therefore gannot 
discuss politica”’ said the crow prince. 
“but it seems to me that this whole 
business, all of this action that you see 
around here, is senseless, unnecessary, 
and uncalled for. But Germany was left 
mo choice in the matter. 
“Since we knew that the present war 
wes to be forced on us it became our 
highest duty to anticipate the struggle 
by every necessary and possible prepara- 
tlon for the defense of the fatheriané 
against the iron ring which our enemies 
have for years been carefully and steadi- 
ly welding about us whwrewith to 
crush us.” 

Not the Man He Is Pictured. 

I quickly gained the impression that 
the crown prince is by no means the man 
he has been pictured in England and 
America. There is nothing of the fire 
eater or uncompromising warrior about 
him. He gave no evidence of gaining 
pleasure from his milifary experience 
or of delighting in the conflict. | 

Like a great majority of all Germans, 
bis imperial highness is unable exactly to 
understand why there is not more sym- 
pathy in the United States for Germany. 
He attributed the attitude of America 
almost wholly to England's control of the 
press and the world’s channels of com- 
munication. He frankly admitted that 
in the past Germany has failed to appre- 
ciate the important role played by the 
press in world politics and in international 
affairs. 

Had Friends in America. 

“I had many friends in America. I be- 
lieve I still have some there. I also have 
many friends in England—or rather 
had,“ said the prince, with a rather rue- 
ful smile and a shake of his head: Then 
turning abruptly and looking me squarely, 
in the eye he said: 

“TIT want you to tell me exactly what is 
said about me in America.“ 

I hesitated a moment, trying to figure 
just how much frankness was compatible 
with discretion in discugging personalities 
with the crown prince the German em- 
pire. Apparemtly reading my thoughts 
his highness laughed good naturedly and 
prompted:

No War Party in Germany. 

“I am supposed recently to have been 
badly defeated on the Russian frontler,.“ 
chuckled his highness. ‘“ But this whole 
business would be much more amusing,” 
he added in a more sober voice, “ if I did 
not know that as a result of it the public 
in neutral countries is being misled. As 
to my deing a war agitator, I am truly 
sorry that people do not know me better. 

There is no war party in Germany now 
and there never has been. This fight is 
backed by the unity and solidarity of the 
German empire. This unity is the best 
answer to the charge with which Eng- 
land is endeavoring to terrify the world— 
that the war is being pushed by an am- 
bitious military clique.” 

During dinner he returned to the sub- 
ject of America and his desire to visit our 
country. 

“I had all arrangements made for a 
visit two years ago, he said, but polit- 
ical objections prevented my trip. I had 
determined on a visit this year and had 
Planned a Hunting trip wit Ambassador 
Gerard, but the war has, of course, spoiled 
that. Seme time, however, I intend to 
make the trip. I am especially interested

One of the most efficient and vigorous health 
commissioners Chicago has ever had was fond of 
saying that what the average alderman and the 


public’ health was “a commodity that could be 
bought in the market.”

The City Club’s Public Health Exhibition that 
opens today is described as an argument for com- 
The graphie illustrations, the ad- 
dresses, ang the conferences are designed to em- 
phasize the need of more and better preventive work 
in several directions. They are designed to direct 
attention to shortcomings as well as to gratifying 
achievenients. 

Every aspect of the health problem is to be cov- 
ered and in each case the practical question put is, 
What next? If the intelligent citizens realize what 
our immediate health problems are, suitable legis- 
lation and. sufficient appropriations will follow 
The exhibition has the hearty co- 
operation of local, state, and national health officers 
and should prove highly educational.

This is regarded as a great national 
feat and as solid proof of financial strenkth. 

The German government and financial world are 
equally proud of the result of the recent issue of the 
5 per cent war loan. The nation was asked to fur- 
nish $240,000,000, and it offered nearly five times 
that amount. The result is attributed—and with 
good reason——to national patriotism as well as to 
national thrift and confidence in the stability and 
soundness of the empire. 

From France, a rich and prosperous country, and 
even from Russia, whose financial position has not 
been regarded as strong, similar reports have been 
coming. War loans have been absorbed at home 
without difficulty—not to say with astonishing ease. 
Savings have been withdrawn, to be sure, from the 
banks, but the greater part of the amount in each 
country has been absorbed by new classes of in- 
vestors— those who have had their little hoards and 
piles in mysterious places instead of in banks, and 
those who, on account of the war and the conse- 
quent industrial and commercial dislocation, have 
found plenty of idle capital on their hands. 

To the United States, tc which the great conflict 
has brought unwelcome difficulties and dangers, 
financial and industrial, the story of the European 
war loans is full of direct interest and significance. 
The abundance of capital and money in the coun- 
tries at war should lessen the peril of security dump- 
ing in our own markets, of forced or panic sales on 
foreign account. Recent developments are by no 
means conclusive, and the need of vigilance, fore- 
sight, and conservatism on the part of our bankers 
and stock exchanges remains great, and will remain 
so for some time to come. But the developments 
in question are reassuring as far as they go. Eu- 


time to take sober and long views of the situation, 
and they are less likely than they were in August 
or September to throw sound securities on the mar- 
ket and sell them at any cost. Necessity knows no 
law, and patriotism prompts sacrifice, but vague 
dread and alarm also are factors of incalculable im- 
portance in any emergency. The actual position in 
the financial worlds of Europe is such that at this 
time, at any rate, neither necessity nor patriotism 
demands the dumping of our securities. This in 
turn should take care of the psychological factor. 


FOREIGN CARTOONING. 

To international amity the cartoon is deadlier 
than the cannon. The former represents the black- 
guarding that precedes the fight. It constantly 
feeds international irascibility. It sustains all that 
is vainglorious and is the instrument of all that is 
slanderous. 5

Virtually 
every existing nation employed force in achieving 
nationality, except Belgium, and if Belgium is dying 
as a nation it is not because she trusted in armies 
and fleets.” The United States achieved nationality 
through force. When our country dies, will it be 
because we fought for independence? 

Finally Mr. Bryan inquires, Why do not the na- 
tions learn that righteousness is mightier than 
dreadnaughts? 

Righteousness! How easily Mr. Bryan handles 
that word! But why do not men learn that right- 
eousness is better than courts, than policemen, 
than crude man-made statutes? Mr. Bryan finds life 
a very simple affair just now. Let him go over and 
convince the German of the righteousness that 
the Briton, or the Fren¢hman, or the Belgian sees 
so clearly, or let him convince. the Belgian, the 
Frenchman, or the Briton of the righteousness 
that sustaing the German and the Austrian in the 
hour of trial.

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HINTS FROM THE WAR, 

HE Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association just now contains 
many medical reports from the Eu- 
ropean war. A suggestion from 
Paris is that a layer of paper in- 

serted as a lining in one’s clothes ls help- 
ful in. keeping warm. 

The plan used in Paris is to grease 
wrapping paper with vaseline andi 
it between the coat and its Uning. In 
the Manchurian war the Japanese used 
clothes made from rice straw as mid- 
gaTments.

From the Association of Hygienists 
comes the following method for steriliz- 
ing drinking water: A person carries a 
small box of tablets. The tablets afte of 
two kinds, pink and white. The pink 
tablet contains seven milligrams of po- 
tassium permanganate and an eighth of 
a gram each of calcium glycerophosphate 


and potassium phosphate. The white tab- 


let consists of half a grain of citric acid 
and enough sodium hypophosphite to re- 
duce the excess of potassium perman- 
ganate. When it is sought to purify the 
water the method is as follows: 

Into a quart of water a pink tablet is 
thrown. Five minutes later a white tab- 
let is added. The water at first becomes 
violet in color, then citron yellow. In 
ten minutes the color is hardly percep- 
tible, and in twenty minutes it has dis- 
appeared entirely. The process requires 
twenty-five to thirty minutes.

In England they are treating many war 
wounds with pine wood sawdust. It is 
especially suited where there is a good 
deal of suppuration or moisture from 
other sources. It has been especially use- 
ful with German prisoners suffering from 
shrapnel wounds. 

Pine wood sewdust is the best variety. 
The dust is tested by the application ofa 
little ink with a pen. If the ink spot 
spreads the dust will be found a good ab- 
sorber. 

The sawdust muet be reither too fine 
nor too coarse. Any bits that will not 
pass through a No. 8 sieve are too coarse: 
any that pass through a No. 40 are too 
fine.

Thus, even admitting King Robert's 
legitimization of his elder children, the 
fourth Earl of Menteith should, by vir- 
tue of this entail, have succeeded to the 
throne of Scotland, as next male heir, on 
the death of King James V., instead of 
thet Mary Queen of Scots who was de- 
headed by Queen Elizabeth of England. 

This fourth Earl of Menteith was a pris- 
oner in England at the time of Queen 
Mary's accession, which may account for 
his making no claim to the Scottish 
throne. 

The first Lord Menteith to put forward 
his pretensions to the throne, not only 
of Scotland, but also to that of England, 
was the seventh earl of the line, who, 
according to contemporary history, was 
“the proudest and grandest Scotch peer 
of his day.“ 

The. great Sir Francis Bacon, in his 
capacity as lord high chancellor and lord 
keeper of the great seal, reported in an 
official document, which is still on rec- 
ord, to James I. that the Earl of Men- 
teith’s claim to the throne was so just 
in point of law that all that wae needed 
to set him on the throne was a sharp 
sword,” 

Bacon's successor on the woolsack made 
a similar report to Charles I., and it was 
in consequence of these warnings that the 
lattef monarch fought, persecuted and 
finaily reduced the seventh Earl of Men- 
teith to complete ruin, after charging him 
with high treason for publicly. stating 
that he (the earl) had the bhvest blood 
in Scotland and that King Charles was 
“ beholden to him for the crown.”

The son of the seventh Earl of Menteith, 
whom I described above as having been 
persecuted and ruined by Charles I., wae 
murdered in Montrose’s camp by Stew- 
art of Ardvoiriich, as related in Sir Wal-

NEW SEWER WILL BRING 
RELIEF. 

Chicago, Nov. 22.—[To the Friend of 
the People. IA small bridge on North 
Spaulding avenue crosses the north 
branch of the Chicago river. On theeast 
side of this bridge is an open sewer, the 
sewage from which flows under the 
bridge and into the river on the west side. 
The odor from this sewage is very bad, 
as much of the sewage stagnates on the 
uneven soll and in the thick weeds grow- 
ing there. Near by is a school witb 
nearly 200 students. When the wind 
blows from the southwest it often hap- 
pens that the odor makes it very dis- 
agreeable in the school buildings. If 
the sewer were extended, even temporar!- 
ly, for a few hundred feet east, and the 
sewage emptied into the river, it would 
help a great deal. For a few years we 
have been trying to make the city do 
something to stop this. but without suc- 
cess. What can we do? 

A TAXPAYER. 


' The outfall of the Spaulding avenue sewer 
into the north branch has been examined by 
the bureau of sewers. Such nuisance as exists, 
there is not caused by the sewage discharged 
by the Spaulding avenue sewer alone, but 
arises as a result of the discharges from a 
number of Sewers which outfall into the river 
in the vicinity. The nuisaftice is largely from 
the river ſtself, there being more or less de 
composition going on in the stream from 
sewage reaching it. It is the opinion of the 
bureau of sewers that extending the sewer In 
Spaulding avenue so that it would discharge 
directly into the river instead of to the ditch 
leading to the river, as at present, would make 
no noticeable difference, and therefore the ex- 
penciture necessary is not justified. Relief 
will come from the construction of the pro- 
poped Argyle street sewer, which sewer is to 
be the permanent outlet for the Spaulding ave- 
nue and other sewers in the vicinity. The river 
ie used now only as a temporary outlet. The 
prospects for the construction of the Argyle 
street sewer next year are bright. The matter 
is now on the court calendar. .

20,000 BESIEGE OFFICE 
TO PAY THEIR WAR TAX. 


Hundreds Turned Away and Ool- 
lector Smietanka Announces Pen- 
alty Will Not Be Added Dec. 1. 


All sections of the war revenue act be- 
came effective at midnight last night. In 
an effort to get in under the wire a 
crowd estimated at between 15,000 and 
20,000 besieged the office of Julius F. 
Smietanka, collector of internal revenue, 
yesterday afid made desperate efforts to 
pay the war tax. 

A squad of policemen kept the crowd In 
line. At 4 o’clock the congestion became 
so great that Collector Smietanka 
locked the dcors and announced that no 
more schedules would be received until 
today. Many of the hundreds turned 
away had been standing in line for hours. 

Chief Deputy Collector Frank E. Hem- 
street estimated at the close of the day’s 
business that 10,000 persons paid the war 
tax during the day. The government is 
believed to have taken in close to $150,000. 

On account of the great crowds and the 
limited facilities Mr. Smietanka an- 
nounced that there will be no penalties 
imposed on these who failed to pay their 
tax before Dec. 1. All taxes, however, 
must be paid within the next few days, 
he said. 

The heaviest demand for war tax stamps 
came from the railroads, for use on their 
freight .

RATE INCREASES 
SET FOR TODAY 


Commerce Board Frowns on 
Frelght Schedules; Passen- 
gers Must Stand Raise. 


COMMUTERS 10 BE HEARD, 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—[{Special.] 
—The interstate commerce commission 
today suspended until March 31 all the 
proposed advances in freight rates which 
were to have become effective tomorrow. 

The commission declined to suspend 
the increased passenger rates, part of 
which will go into effect tomorrow and 
the remainder between the seventh and 
fifteenth of December. 

The suspended tariffs include all ad- 
vances on freight rates in western trunk 
line territory, certain advances proposed 
from the western into the southwestern 
territory, and still others proposed from 
the western into eastern territory. 

Western trunk line territory includes 
the area between Chicago and Denver, 
north of St. Louis and Kansas City. 


Inquiry Bares Big Increases. 
Under the law the commission is com- 


pelled to investigate all rates if it believes 


them to be unjust or unreasonable. The 
western railroads in filing their schedules 
claimed that the advance would aver- 
age about 10 per cent. Hasty examina- 
tion, however, showed that on many ar- 
ticles affecting the cost of living, such as 
meats, grain, etc., the advance ranged as 
high as 35 per cent. 

The rate on cattle from middle western 
points to Chicago, under the suspended 
tariffs, was advanced 20 per cent; upon 
dressed meat, 30 per cent; upon sheep, 45 
per cent; and upon hogs, 40 per cent. 

The suspended grain schedules called 
for an increase of 3 cents per hundred 
pounds, or more than 1 cent a bushel. 


Passenger Rate Boost Holds. 

Carriers who filed increased passenger 
tariffs were permitted to bring their gen- 
eral rates up to two and one-half cents 
a mile and to increase their mileage rates 
one-quarter of a cent a mile. 

The commission received numerous 
complaints against these increases, but 
it held that the investigation in the east- 
ern rate case decided last July was suf- 
ficient to prove their necessity, as well 
as their reasonableness.

NEW STATE TAX 
48 CENTS ON $100 


State Commission Makes 
Big Reduction from the 
Levy of 1912. 


$10,000,000 IN TREASURY. 


Springfield, III., Nov, 30.—At a meeting 
today of the state tax commission, con- 
sisting of the governor, auditor, and treas- 

rer, the state tax rate for 1914 wae fixed 
at 48 cents on the $100. The rate for 1913 
was 70 cents and the rate for 1912 38 
cents. 

When the present administration came 
into office in February, 1913, there was a 


| deficiency of approximately $4,500,000 in 


the state treasury. An increase in fees 
and revenues from nearly every depart- 
ment of the state government since that 
time has restored the working balance im 
the treasury, and at the present time 
there is a balance of $10,000,000. 


Cared for G. O. P. Deficit. 

State Auditor James J. Brady today 
made the following statement regarding 
the state’s finances, following announce- 
ment of the tax rate for 1914: 

The rate of 48 cents on the $100 levied 
for the year 1914 is a reduction of 22 
cents from the rate levied in 1913 and 
is in keeping with the present Democratic | 
administration's promise to reduce taxes 
just as rapidly as conditions would per- 
mit. 

Last year it Was necessary to levy a 
tax of 70 cents to take care of the deficit 
occasioned by Gov. Deneen’s administra- 
tion, to replace the working balance in 
the state treasury, and to take care of 
the increased appropriations for the 
state's educational, as and penal 
institutions, 


Good Balance Available. 

“This has been done and on Nov. 1 
there was available in the state treasury 
$10,500,000, which with the fees that will 
be taken into the treasury, is sufficient 
to offset the unexpended appropriations 
made by the Forty-eighth general as- 
sembly of $18,000,000. 

“ The levy made today will produce ap- 
proximately $11,750,000, so that the in- 
coming general assembly will and a 
working balance in the treasury and suf- 
ficient funds to take care of their appro- 
priations until another tax levy is made. 

„The tax commission is of the opinion 
that if collections from indirect taxa- 
tion are maintained at the present rate 
a further reduction will be possible next 
year.”
